She became familiar to concert audiences 
through her work with Wynton Marsalis and Cassandra Wilson. Recently, Ms. 
Carter became the first jazz artist to play Paganini’s “CCanon”—the world-famous 
250-year-old violin. Her latest CD, Paganini: After a Dream features her on the 
instrument and is an exciting crossover experience for both jazz and classical 
listeners.
